No Immediate Depressing Fffect. 

Henry W. Cannon, president of the 
Chase National bank, and ove of the rep- 
resentatives of the United States to the 
conference, said: 

‘The closing of the Indian mints to the 
free coinage of silver will, in my opinion, 
have no immediate distressing effect upon 
our trade or commerce, although it must, 
of course, depreciate the price of the white 
metal. Our merchants, as a rule, can ad- 
just themselves to the fall of prices oc- 
curring in the east without any serious 
loss, and the United States is in better 
position to work off any depreciation in 
silver than any other country. Although 
the annual production of silver in this 
country is large, India and the east, France 
and the Latin union are the largest holders 
of silver money and England's attempt to 
place India upon a bold basis may not be 
successful as it appears from the dispatch- 
es that the rupees relation to the sovereign 
es that the rupee’s relation to the sovereign 
ealled Bland 371 grain dollar to the gold 
dollar. In other words, England is endeay- 
oring to establish a fixed relation between 
cold and. silver for the transaction of bnsi- 
ess between herself and her dependencies. 
This will be a very difficult matter to ar- 
range to the satisfaction of the people of 
and the manufacturers of Great 
Brirtain.”’ 

W. DT’. St. John. president of the Mer- 
eantile National bank, of this city, and an 
authority on silver, said: “Until we know 
exactly what has been adopted for India 
it will be presumptious to predict the re- 
sult upon the United Staies or even venture 
any opinion as to what ought to be our 
legislation.” 

Wall Street Rumors. 
-New York, Jone 28:There were Fnuiiors 
today of impending failures in the financial 
world. At the start it was reported that 
a bank was in trouble, but this could not 
be traced to any authentie source. Later 
a stockbroker managing the concern was al- 
leged to be in difficulties and the notice of 
its suspension, it Was said, would be sent 
to the board this afternoon. It finally de- 
veloped that Post, Martin & Co, a banking 
firm whose specialty is the distribution of 
interest for counties, small railroads, water- 
works and other corporations, had had 
some of their paper protested. The paper 
has sinee been renewed and the delay was 
due to the stringency in the money market. 

Bland on the Situation. 

St. Louis, June 28.—Congressman R. LP. 
Bland, the great silver advocate is here, 
and reviewing the silver situation af- 
fected by the action of the Indian govern- 
ment, sald: 

“Heroic measures will be required on 
the part of this government for the demone- 
tization of silver. Most emphatically I do 
not think it is a knockout for silver in this 
On the contrary, I think that if 
congress does not adopt some measures 
looking to a bimetallic standard, it will 
make the battle of standards the coming 
issue in this country. This battle will dis- 
rupt the political parties and cause a contest 
between the commercial centers and the 
agricultural districts of the country.”

Lock Haven, Pa., June 28.—The doors of 
the state bank of Lock Haven were not 
opened this morning. A notice was posted

PENSIONERS DROPPEO FROM THE ROLLS. 


Congressman Russell Has Found One 
Who Draws a Pension for Corns. 
The Postoffices of Georgia. 


Washington, June 28.—(Special.)—The 
president this morning summarily 
rewoved from otlice M. S. Lotan, collector 
of customs at Portland, Ore. This unusual 
action of the president was tuken on tite 
receipt this morning of a telegram from 
special agents of the treasury department 
who have been engaged for some time in 
investigating the fraudulent practices pre- 
vailing in the Puget sound and Portland 
district. The telegram stated that they had 
information of the intended landing at 
Portland of a large number of- Chinese 
coolie¢. On the summary removal 
morning his deputy was placed in charge 
and will continue to act until Mr. Black, 
the new collector qualities. On June 1oth, 
Collector Lotan, in disregard of official 
instructions from the treasury department, 
landed from the steamer Datnube, about 
150 Chinese claiming to be merchants, but 
who were described in an official report 
to the department as a “scaly and uncouth 
lot of coolies.’’ The Chinese now expected 
are on board the steamer Haytian LKepub- 
lic, en route to Portland, and it was be- 
lieved by the treasury department that if 
Collector Lotan had been left in office he 
would land the Chinese from the Haytian 
Republie without regard to law as was 
done in the case of the Danube. As far 
back as Mareh 3d, Collector Lotan was 
instructed by Assistant Secretary Spauld- 
ing as follows: 

“It is ascertained that many Chinese 
enter the United States upon fraudulent 
papers, certifying them to be returning 
merehants. You will hereafter disregard 
such papers and refuse entry unless it is 
proven to your satisfaction that the per- 
sons presenting them have the right to 
land.” 

Since that time many hundreds of Chi- 
nese have been landed at Portland upon 
bogus affidavits and certificates. 

Carlisle C onsulting the President. 

The president and Secretary Carlisle will 
spend the night together at Woodley, the 
president's country seat, considering treas- 
ury appointments ami finaneinal matters: A 
large batch of papers were taken out there 
this afternoon. ‘The following appoint- 
ments are expected to be made as a result 
of the conference: Register of the treas- 
ury, director of tlie mint,- deputy fourth 
auditor and collectors of internal revenue 
in the following districts: First, fifth, 
eighth and thirteenth Illinois; sixth IKen- 
tucky: first and fourth Michigan; sixth 
Missouri; first, eleventh ‘and eighteenth 
Ohio, and second Wisconsin. 

It is stated at the treasury that it is very 
probable the positions of collector of customs 
and appraiser at New York eity will also 
be filed by the president tomorrow or F'ri- 
day. It can be stated officially that Cooper's 
resignation will be accepted or he. will be 
removed in the next forty-eight hours. 

Revising the Pension List. 

They are after the fraudulent pensions. 
Commissioner Lochren has recommended 
that a number of pensioners be dropped 
from the rolls. 
from the rolls. It has been 
found upon investigation by the 
pension bureau that the persons named in 
the list are not entitled to draw pensions. 
Among them are the names of eleven men 
now drawing pensions, while the records of 
the war department show conclusively that 
they were deserters from the army and are 
still deserters at large. One pensioner, jt 
has been discovered, was never in the mil- 
itary service at all, but has been drawing 
his pension with regularity and dispatch 
just the same. -& number are dropped from 
the rolls for not having served ninety days, 
as the law requires; a@hers are dropped be- 
cause the disability for which they are draw- 
ing pensions is the result of their own vic- 
ious habits. Several women who drew pen- 
sions as soldiers’ widows are dropped be 
cause they have remarried, and one woman 
will cease to draw a pension because she is 
living “in open and notorious adultery.”

Legally Governor.

Chicago, June 28.—A sensational sequel 
comes tinight to Goveronr Altgeld’s release 
of the Haymarket anarchists. 

The Journal raises the question whether 
he is legally governor of the state of Illinois 
or a citizen of the United States. It is 
asked if his acts are legal as governor, y@r- 
ticularky the pardon of the anarchists. 
The opinion is expressed that the famous 
Governor Boyd case, of Nebraska, may be 
re-enacted in Hlinois with John FP. Altgeld 
as the principal actor =, 

The Journal says: 

Governor Altgeld bases his claim to citi- 
zeuship on the simple stacement that his fath- 
er was naturalized while the son was a minor 
child. John P. Altgeld was born in Prussia 
in 1548 and came to this country with his 
parents when a boy, his father settling on a 
farm near Mansfield, ©. If the father of 
Altgeld was made a citizen while the latter 
Was under twenty-one years of age, provided 
that the father was legally naturglized, then 
there can be no question as to the governor’s 
title to citizenship; but if Mr.: Altgeld, senior, 
Waited until his son was twenty-one years 
old before taking out paper, then most assur- 
edly the tithe of the governor to citizenship is 
badly cloudy. The registration book has 
the following record opposite the name = of 
John P. Altgeld. in uccordanee with the latest 
registration law of Hlinois: 

“Residence 1802, Frederick street: place of 
nativity, Germany: term of residence in the 
precinct, twelve years; in the county, seven- 
teen years; in the state, seventeen years; 
naturalized, yes; by act of congress, yes; 
qualified voter, yes: date of registration, Oc. 
tober 20, 1892: removed to Springfield.’’ 

There is nothing to show when or where 
the father of Governor Altgeld was naturalized 
or by what act of congress the governor wag 
made a citizen. In the case of Governor Boyd 
the courts decided his claim to citizenship 
on the ground that his father was naturalized 
While he was a minor did net hold good and 
so decided against him on the point. What 
saved Governor Boyd was that, being a resgi- 
dent of Nebraska when it Was yet a territory 
and at the time of its admittance into the 
union as a state, thereby became a citizen by 
virtue of the law which provides that every 
resident of a territory at the time of its ad- 
wmittance is made a citizen. 

Governor Altgeld has no sueh law to fall 
back on.

Tho Circuit Justice Cuts the Dirt 
from Under Some Lawyers.

Savannah, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)—The 
questign of what will be done with the 
Central railroad is no longer in doubt. It 
will be svld and sold, too, within eight 
or nine months, unless the court sees fit 
to modify or change his decree which he 
reserved to himself the right. to do. 

The question of the liabilty of the South- 
western on the tripartite mortgage—that 
vexed question upon which a great deal 
of time was consumed, and about which 
there Was so much anxiety on all sides— 
has been settled too. The Southwestern 
must pay one-third of the value of the tri- 
partite bonds together with interest 
amounting to about $1,700,000 by the Ist 
of December, 1893, or it must be advertis- 
ed and go under the sheriff's hammer to 
satisfy that debt. 

This is the only debt placed upon the 
Southwestern, and the only one which the 
property bears. On this point there will 
probably be an appeal to the circuit court 
of appeals at New Orleans. It may be 
that Justice Jackson had this probability 
in mind when he rendered his decree set- 
ting the limit of time at December 1, 18938, 
as the court of appeals would take up the 
case if it took it up at all in October, so 
that plenty of time is given for the making 
of any appeals that parties might desire 
to make.

Mr. Miller then thought the Southwestern 
was entitled to a full accounting and that 
the stockholders should know what benefit 
had been received by the Central from the 
tripartite mortgage. He went on to show 
that the Southwestern had never received 
any benefit from the bonds and had paid 
no interest on them. Mr. E. G. Weed, 
representing John S. Tilney, said he g@ad 
filed a cross biil denying the pleadings made 
by Mr. Miller. Mr. Leopold Wallack, 
representing Brown & Sons, then said, if 
the relations of the Southwestern and the 
Central were those of principal and surety 
they would not be binding upon those rep- 
resenting an intervening interest. He 
insisted that the Southwestern was to be 
held liable for the tripartite mortgage. Mr. 
Joline, for the Central Trust Company, 
said that the proxy of that company car- 
ried no weight in an election of directors 
and that the action of the Southwestern 
directors must be held liable. Mr. Turner, 
for the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 
claimed that the mortgage covered every- 
thing, evea the securities which the Central 
had hypothecated for loans. At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Turner's brief argument, 
the court asked if any one else wished to 
be heard on the question and receiving no 
response, rendered his decree whichis as 
follows: 

Justice Jackson's Decree. 

“’Vith reference to this mortgage and its 
construction, the court will state that it 
is an admirabie instrument drawn by dis- 
tinguished counsel, under a peculiar act. 
No precedent existed for the act or the 
luortgage. itis remarkable in this respect. 
lt is practically one instrument, comprising 
three parties, three mortgages, and cover- 
ing three distinct properties. 1 can con- 
ceive the trouble and thought required in 
grasping and formulating in a legal way 
this transaction. The language 1s clear 
and distinct and admits of no controversy. 

“What was the status of the property 
and rights of all parties executing this 
mortgage? There was the Georgia Central 
from Savannah to Macon, forming one line. 
‘There was the Macon and Western, from 
Macon to Atlanta, forming a gecond line. 
There was the Southwestern, from Macon 
to another point, forming a third lire. 
The Georgia Central held a lease of the 
Southwestern, which was practically per- 
petual, that is to say, during its corporate 
existence. The drawer of the mortgage 
had this fact in mind. 

“We hold that the mortgage doeg cover 
all the Central's lease-hold interest. It 
does not include stocks and bonds. The 
ownership of stocks and bonds does not car- 
ry with it the co-operative franchise. The 
stockholder does net possess the franchise 
but only an interest in a company whic 
exercises the franchise. What the mort- 
gauge covers is expressed in its terms very 
comprehensively. 

“It contains the words, ‘and alk other 
property of every description now held, or 
hereafter to be acquired.’ The words mean 
properly incidental to or connected with 
the railroad corporation, not stocks and 
bonds. 

‘The next question concerns the rights of 
the Southwestern. They claim that the 
tripartite mortgage was void and ultra 
vires, because the act of the legislature 
created a fundamental change in the char- 
ter. This position is not well taken. There 
is nothing ultra vires in the act of 1872. 
It ereates no fundamental change in the 
charter. It is simply an enabling act, by 
which a tripartite mortgage was made, in- 
stead of three individual mortgages. 

‘The legislature of Georgia had _ the 
power to make that act and could author- 
ize the directors te-execute the mortgage, 
and the mortgage recites that the directors 
did execute it under that act. Jor the 
Southwestern to say as a corporation that 
it did nof assent to that mortgage is a per- 
version of fact. No case can be found to 
sustain such a position. Under this legisla- 
tion a joint and several bond was made. 
carrying a joint and several obligation, 
each of the mma mortgages being given to 
secure hot a part but the whole of the debt. 
The grounds are recited why the act was 
wanted. 

‘The Southwestern road preserved jts cor- 
porate existence, notwithstanding its lease. 
lf it chose to leave the fund with the Cen- 
tral it could do so. It could have ealled for 
one-third of that fund. Their not doing so 
does not affect the bondholders or the trus 
tees of the bondholders, so there was the 
power, the acceptance and the execution. 

“It, too, is too late now to make any de- 
fense against the lien of these bounds, after 
they have circulated for twenty years and 
have gone into the hands of innocent third 

rties. 

“What are the equities of the Southwest- 
ern growing out of the previous lease and 
contract with the Central? 

‘The Central was to do certain things 
and pay certain debts, but did not agree to 
make any Detterments, There was no 
agreement to pay the bonds and discharge 
the Southwestern of the debt. 

“Under the contract of 1869, the Central 
agresl to discharge certain obligations of 
the Sonthwestern. Suppose it was an ab- 
solute discharge. There was no notice to 
the outside world.

The Fireman Killed and One of the Rébbers 
Captared. 

San Antonio, Tex., June 28.—The boldest 
attempt at train robbery that ever occured 
in Texas or the whole country occurred this 
afternoon about 2 o'clock near the little 
village of Breckenridge in Wilson county, 
thirty miles south of this city. The train 
held up was the San Antonio and Arauvsas 
passenger No. 3, leaving here at 1-2) 
o'clock p.-m. The affair resulted in the 
killing of F. F. Martin, the fireman and the 
capture of one of the robbers, wh i 
his name as J. D. May, a cowboy. Car Bee 

The train was in charge of Conductos 
Steele, Eugineer. Mike Tierney and Firemay 
Martin, all of San Antonio. It consisted 
of three day coaches, express car and com 
bination baggage and mail ear. At Breck- 
enridge the train stopped to take water 
and as she pulled out three men boarded 
the “blind baggage,” but were so guarded 
in their movements that they were not seer 
by the train crew. The engineer pulled 
out at a speed of about fifteen miles an 
hour and had just entered a sharp curve 
a few hundred yards from the tank whem 
the robber, May, climbed up on the tender 
and with a 48-caliber pistol in each hand 
threw the guns down upon the engineer and 
fireman.

said the robber to the men.

Death of One of Macon’s Most Prominent

Macon, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)}—Did 
Vill Smith, a colored porter in the employ 
of the Central railroad, kill his wife, Laura 
Smith?

The Constitution 
this morning contained a_ short account 
of the drowning of Laura yesterday in a 
pond near the seven bridges and the coroner 
held an inquest and the verdict was that 
she was accidentally drowned by falliug 
jnto the pond while fishing, but later de- 
velopments led to the arrest of her hus- 
band, Will Smith,’at an early hour this mora- 
ing by Deputy Sheriff Phil Stephens. It 
geems that after the woman was carried to 
her home a terrible gash was found on 
the back of her head, cut to the bone. 
Based on this discovery and other circum- 
etances, her husband was arrested and put 
jn jail today. It is believed now that he 
hit his wifé in the back of the head and 
then threw her into the water, where she 
was drowned. It is stated that the two 
were heard quarreling while en route to 
the fishing pond. It is also said that he has 
frequently whipped her and once before 
tried to drown her at Harris's brick yard. 
It is further alleged that Smith’s first_wife 
died under suspicious circumstances. W hen 
Smith was asked yesterday why he didn't 
eave his wife from drowning, as he was hear 
by where she is said to have fallen into the 
river, he replied that he couldn't swim. 
Parties who know Smith say that he is a 
splendid swimmer. 

J. M. Boardman Is Dead. 


J. M. Boardman, Esq., died this after- 
noon at 6 o'clock. He has been in failing 
health for years but was not confined to 
bed until recently. He was one of Macon 
oldest, wealthiest and most ‘highly esteemed 
citizens, a man of chrystal integrity,moral-

man celebrated his eighty-fifth birthday on 
the 10th of last May, by holding his annual 
family reunion. He was born in New- 
buryport. Mass., moved to Darien in 1832 
and to Macon in 1833. The house in which 
he died this afternoon on First street had 
been his residence tiftv-seven years. He 
built the first three-story brick building 
erected in Macon, the Washington block. 
corner Mullberry and Second streets, which 
Was erected in 1857. When he built this 
glass doors were au innovation the people 
were entirely unprepared for, and a boy 
was necessary to open the door to show them 
that the Boardman store was not closed.

COL. BILLMOORE DEAD

He Passes Away Quiety at His Home in 
Augusta Yesterday Afternoon. 


HE WAS WELL KNOWN IN ATLANTA, 


Andthe News of His Death Was a Gen- 
vine Surprise to His Many Friends 
in This City—The Funeral. 


Colonel William Moore, the well known 
editor of The Augusta News, dropped 
dead last night at his home in that city. 

No one in the state of Georgia was bet- 
ter known or better liked than “Bill 
Moore, and the intelligence of his death 
will create a genuine feeling of sorrow 
throughout the country. 

Colonel Moore was once & resident of 


Atlanta and during that time was an ac- 
tive worker on the newspapers of the 
Gate City. While in Atlanta he was re- 
porter, night editor and managing editor 
himself a man competent and able to do the 
work required of him. 

Only a few days ago he was in Atlanta 
on a visit to his sister, Mrs. Ely, and 
his aged mother who resides 
ev ee Pryor street, and was 
then in the best of health appar- 
ently. With his mother, he arranged a 
visit to the mountains during the summer 
and none thought him stronger and 
healthier than she. 

It was The Constitution which broke the 
news to his mother and sister, and when 
thev realized the great blow that had come 
to them, they were prostrated. 

Colonel Moore’s death was sudden as 
well as a sad one, and the story of it 1s 
well told in the special to The Constitu- 
tion from the city in which he has been 
living for the last fourteen years. Here 
it is: 

How He Died. 

Augusta, Ga., June !’S8.—(Special.)—Editor 
William Henry Moore, of The Augusta kven- 
ing News, the pioneer afternoon paper of 
the south. which he, with his surviving 
partner, Mr. James L, Gow, and Mr. Joln 
M. Weigle, established seventeen years ago, 
dropped dead in his room at Mr. Gow's 
house at 7 o'clock tonight, from paratysis 
of the heart. ? 

He was out ou the street fifteen minutes 
before his death. le had been affected for 
some months with heart trouble and came 
near expiring a month ago from a severe 
attack, but his sudden end today was a sur- 
prise and shock to the entire community. 

He attended to business today and was in 
the best of spirits and never made~com- 
plaint of feellug bad. 

t.olonel Moore was born in Lafayette, Ala., 
about fifty-three years ago and nearly his 
entire tife has been devoted to journalism. 
He first published a paper in his native town 
and there introduced illustration of articles, 
which has grown so popular with the hews- 
pupers of this day. 

He was managing editor of The Atlanta 
Sun twenty years ago, of which paper Alex- 
ander H. Stephens was editor and Colonel 
I. W. Avery was assochite editor, He 
a gallant confedegate soldier and went 
the war with thé tirst regiment that left 
Alabama. He was captured and made a 
prisoner of war and sent to Fort Warren, 
off Boston, where he wus held == several 
months. 

Colonel Moore was a high toned, honorable 
gentieman, Who was well thought of through- 
out the state and generally admired for his 
many noble qualities whieh characterized 
him as a charitabie, true Christian man, who 
had not an enemy. tie was a true friend 
and always of a genial disposition. 

He leaves an aged mother and sister in 
Atianta, where his remains will probably 
be interred. 

The funeral services of Colonel Moore will 
take place from the First Baptist church 
10:45 o'clock today, and the remains wilt! 
earried to Aflanta in a special car on 
noon train with the following escort:

Hie Wus Well Known in Atlanta. 

Colonel Moore was once a resident of 
Atlanta and during that time was econ- 
nected with several of the daily papers. 
He was one of the best reporters the city 
ever knew and no one kueW him in his 
work but to like and admire him. 

Colonel Moore was born a newspaper 
reporter and knew what was expected of 
him from the time he entered the work 
up to the day death took him away. But 
jn all his work he never forgot the good 
he could do others, and no one was happier 
than he when the opportunity for doing 
good came his way. Some of his work 
was the best ever seen in this section of 
the country and there are nobe among the 
old readers of The Constitution and the 
Other papers which flourished about that 
time, who will not recall some of the pleas- 
ant and interesting stories which Bill Moore 
wrole. 

Mrs. Ely, the sister of Colonel Moore, 
was at her home surrounded by her child- 
ren and sitting beside her mother when 
the newg of the sad ending of the brother 
was presented her. Mrs. Moore is a very 
old lady and it was with the greates! 
strength and cunning that the loving 
daughter hid her sorrow from her old 
mother. In fact, the old mother does not 
yet know that her son is dead, but is un- 
der the impression that he is quite sick. 
When she does realize that her eldest 
child has gone, the chances are that she, 
too, will go. 

Of Colonel Moore but little ean be said 
that has not already been told. He was 
a native of Alabama and began his career 
as a@& hewspaper in that state. That was 
after he had served the south in the army 
for four years and suffered the pangs of 
imprisonment. At Opelika, he made his 
first reputation, and then came to Atlanta. 
Here he worked with the best papers and 
made for himself a great reputation as a 
reyorter and manager. Fourteen years 
ago he went to Augusta and with others es- 
tablished The Evening News which is now 
the oldest afternoon paper in the south. 
Bill Moore’s individuality was quickly im- 
oot San to the paper and it was not long 

fore that sheet Was registered among 
the foremost publications in the south. 

Colonel Moore leaves behind him a 
mother, who is quite old, who never thinks 
of her declining years because of the fond 
love her son has always shown her. He 
leaves a sister, Mrs. Ny, widow of Dr. 
Ely, who died in Atlanta about eight years 
ago, and a nephew and two nieces. They 
are all residents of his city, and when the 
body reaches Atlanta today, it will be taken 
to the home on Pryor street where arrange- 
ments for the funeral will be made.

“The debentures and certificates out- 
standing are common floating credits. The 
Southwestern claim for rental, for which a 
distrain warrant has been levied by per- 
mission of the court without udice to 
the other liens, is a common creditor. Of 
course the state, city and county have & 
first lien for their taxes.” 

A Central Creditor. 
Mr. R. W. Patterson asked the court 


about city and county taxes. 

“Claims for taxes take priority as the 
first lien,” said Justice Jackson. 

Mr. Bacon then stated that the earnings 
of the’ Central’ had been put aside as @ 
trust fund to pay the rental, and that the 
court had not yet heard him on that pont. 
Justice Jackson told Major Bacon that De 
was not entitled to have a trust fund ap- 
propriated, but that if he would apply to 
the court after a six months default on the 
rental had been made, the court would 
turn the property over to him. Major Ba- 
con went on to show that the road had 
earned $90,000 net since the receiver had 
been appointed and that it was entitled to 
be paid its rental out of that amount. 

“Major,” said the court, “you put your 
roud in the hands of the Central and you 
are not entitled to its earnings. You are 
merely a contract creditor and come in as 
such.” 

Major Bacon thought the proceeds -of 
leased property should at least go towards 
paying the rental and argued for some 
time on this point. The judge then ordered 
the receiver to bring a report of the earn- 
ings and expenses of the Southwestern into 
court and said he woula uecrde that ques- 
tion tomcrrow morning. 

Nothing for Losing Lines. 

Mr. John Peabody, of Columbus, claimed 
rental on the Mobile and Girard. It was 
shown that the road had not earned its 
rental. Justice Jackson said he terminated 
the order putting the Central in the hands 
of a receiver, so far as it concerned the 
payment of bonds and rental on leased 
lines which were not making operating 
expenses. 

“Those lines.” he said, “‘which are not 
making operating expenses, we will cut 
loose from the system. As to the South- 
western, we will decide in regard to that 
tomorrow.” 

‘The justice then ordered the accounts of 
all the leased lines brought into court and 
said he would decide tomorrow which should 
be given rental, which should be cut loose 
and which retained. Mr. Julian T. Davies 
representing tripartite bondholders, thought 
interest ‘on his bonds should be paid at 
onee. he court, however, told him to wait 
as he had the first mortgage and was per- 
fectly safe. Mr. Walter G.-.Charlton call- 
ed attention to the sinking fund mortgage 
of the: Montgomery and Eufaula, stating 
that as the Central had been declared in- 
solvent, it should no longer be allowed to 
act as trustee for the fund. Mr. S. B. 
Adams, for the Central, thought there was 
no need of changing the trusteeship- 

An Insolvent Trustee. 

“Mr. Adams,” said Justice Jackson, 
“the present trustee is insolvent and is 
no longer capacitated to act as such. Un- 
less the Central can give bond for a proper 
administration of this fund tomorrow, 


shall appoint a new trustee to take charge: 


of it.’’ Mr. Charlton then wanted to 
bring up the question of the Port Royal 
and Western Carolina, for which Judge 
Simonton, in South Carolina, hus appoint- 
ed Mr. Cleveland receiver. He wanted 
the court to turn the property loose and 
let the company get hold of it again. Jus 
tice Jackson said this court contirmed the 
order of Judge Simonton and Mr. Cleve- 
jand would take charge of the entire prop- 
erty as receiver. 

Mr. Crawford then asked the court to 
direct the receiver to bring in a statement 
of all the money in his possession és well 
as the money taken in and paid out. This 
was neessary, he thought, to a proper ad- 
judication of the rights of the leased lines 
and the court ordered the receiver to bring 
in this aceeount. Mr. Pat Calhoun then an- 
nouneed that he wanted to bring his mo- 
tion for the removal of the receiver. 

Wants a Ceol Day tera Not Motion. 

“That is too long and tedious a propo- 
sition for a hot day,’ said Justice Jackson, 
“and we will adjourn until tomorrow.” 

The fun then will come tomorrow when 
the money in the possession of the receiver 
is brought into court and a fight over it 
is made by the representatives of the leased 
lines. Each is claiming that his road has 
earned as much or more than its rental. 
The court seems to be of the opinion, how- 
ever, that many of these rentals wil come 
in only as contract debts, and in that case 
they will rank after all liens on the prop- 
erty. The fight on the removal of the 
receiver will also come up and Mr. Craw- 
ford wil, no doubt, then show his hand. 

“If a hard tight is made on that ques- 
tion,” said Mr. Frank H. Miller, of Av- 
gusta, tonight, “the court will probably be 
in session until Saturday .”’ 

An enormous amount of evidence has 
been taken on this subject and if Justice 
Jackson admits any or even part of it, 
then there is little probability of complet- 
ing the hearing before that time. In re- 
gard to the judge’s decision, Mr. Milter 
said: “All the lawyers know that the de- 
cision in the breast of the court is sub- 
ject to alteration or amendment. They 
await his final decree before reaching and 
conelusion. The verbal announcement of 
the court from the bench proceeded from 
the judicial mind at that time and a di- 
rect decree will be formed and presented 
to the court tomorrow. Attorney Craw- 
for was asked tonight what he thought of 
Justice Jackson’s decision, and with that 
customary bland smile and quick wit re- 
plied: “An attorney must always think 
well of a judge’s decision.” The general 
impressfon seems to be that the decree is 
not the best in the world, so far as the 
junior security holders are eoncerned. As 
the decision stands, it looks rather hard 
fo- the Southwestern, but the opinion 
seems to be that it will be somewhat modi- 
fied in the decree which is to be signed to- 
morrow.

The Annual Address. 

The annual address befere the school was 
delivered by Mr. IF’. H. Richardson, of this 
city. and was a gem in fuil keeping with all 
of his speeclres. He traced the advancement 
that has been made by the world in the 
mutter of manipulating science jn the aid 
of Inabor. He showed that Georgia had hon- 
ored herself most wheu she established a 
practical school where a boy could learn 
n trade. He made a most eloquent appeal 
on behalf of education in general, the com- 
mon schools. the universities and the tech- 
poloviea] institntions of the land. He 
showed how these institutions were ad- 
vancing the developments of the whole coun- 
trv. 
It was ‘an interesting address from hegin- 
ning to end and was frequently applauded. 

Dr. Hopkins’s Speech. 


President I. S. Hopkins, of the school, 
always delivers the baccalaureate address 
at the commencement closing, and the one 
delivered by him yesterday was pronounced 
by all who heard it to be one of the best 
he has ever delivered yet. 

Dr. Hopkins spoke as follows: 

Young Gentlemen: The occasion which 
brings us face to face today furnishes its 
own theme. What might be considered under 
other circumstances bare and commonplace, 
acquires out of the relations of this day a 
dignity and importance not to be measured 
by common rules. 

I am about to offer you, in bebalf of the 
faculty of the school, a few words of counsel, 
and to bid you Godspeed in the work of life. 
I shall be very brief in what I have to say, 
and shall be more concerned for its practical 
value than for the manner of its utterance. 

Two things stand out in my view at this 
crisis in your lives. as surpassing all others 
in interest, or rather as involving all others 
nod laying heavy demands upon your atten- 
tion and mine. These things are yourselves 
ard the world. 

And when I speak of the world I do not 
mean the material organization wherein we 
dwell, and which appeals to our organs of 
sense, and offers us a theater for our action. 
Keautifal and engaging as is this world, it 
does not embody a tithe of the elements 
which enter into the meaning of the word. Nor 
do I refer to the industries of business and 
the engagements of professional life with 
their opportunities and necessities, their wag- 
es and hire, their bread-winning and accumn- 
lations of wealth, as when one is said to be 
“getting on in the world.’’ Nor yet do I 
confine my meaning to the elem?2n‘s of social 
life, with its ceremonies and forms, its clatms 
und courtesies, its nice sense of what is 
fitting, its pleasing amenities and _ beautifui 
friendships. I mean all of these and more. I 
hare in mind those interests which touch you 
at every point of your being, the environment 
info which men are brought with little voll- 
tion of their own, and from which one cannot 
escape if he would.

Cial position in childhood. And too much 
cannot be easily said of a man 
who has elbowed and pushed his 
way through poverty and humble 


surroundings to a place of influence and em- 
hence amongst those more favorably condl- 
tioned. To have risen from poverty by honest 
toil and wise forethought, and to have sur- 
rounded one’s self and one’s family with the 
appliances of wealth and culturgis a worthy 
thing to do. To have broken the fetters of 
ignorance by one’s own persistent effort with- 
out ald from schools and universities, and to 
have passed into the enchanted ground where 
one holds converse with the master intellects 
of all ages—to have done this by sheer force 
of will and in the face of analling discour- 
ageinent is a noble and splendid thing to do. 
fo have lacked all patronage and influence, 
and yet to have learned how to play at will 
upon the minds and hearts of men, so as *o 
control assembles, and mold*human opinions, 
and shape great national movements, may well 
cause the heart to swell with pride and con- 
scious power. But we miss the true lesson 
involved in such successes if we fail to see 
that the elements are identically the same 
which bring success, whether the man be 
favorably or unfavorably circumstanced at the 
start. Indeed our pity an? our sympathy are 
rather due to him whonsinherited wealth and 
ancestral prestige may have robbed of high 
resolve and strong incentive. 

The truth in all this line of thought is that 
no man may be called made who has not made 
himself: All successful men are self-made 
men. Back of all worthy achlevement must 
lie indomitable will, carefully trained powers, 
consecration to some high and noble end. 
You can no more rest upon what you have 
learned as undergraduates shan you can Keep 
up hodies strong upon the food of yesterday. 
In the rush of human progress the man who 
lags is last. He may win the pitving smile 
of his comrades or the reputation of possibili- 
tles never realized, but the prizes of life are 
not for him—they are for the man who is in 


the struggle for all it is worth. and for all 
he ean win. Do not make the fatal mistake 
of supposing that von are educated. Yonr 


edueation has barely becun. You have been 
taken by the hand and shown the road which 
leads to eminence and power. You have been 
helped to an understanding of the methods to 
he followed and the ends to be sought. Your 
mineation. if it means anything. means a life- 
time of devotion to these methods and aspira- 
tion after these ends.. 

Tt will be a painful and constantly recurring, 
but helpful ands stimulating experience = o 
your coming Hfe to find that each new de- 
mand upon yonr powers will lav bare some 
weak point needing to be braced. some lack 


of xnowledge to be supplied. some want of 
ekill which painstaking effort alone can 
remedy. 


It will be helpful for vou today to consider 
briefly some of the relations upon which you 
are about to enter, and resolve to meet fairly 
and fullr the responsibilities they involve. 
And, first, you will assume soon the graver 
duties of citizenship and contribute your 
share to the history of yvour time. We are 
strurgely slow to learn that we are all in 
our measure makers of history. Each genera- 
tion seems to conceive of history as consist- 
lug of vistas past and vistas future, a past In 
which heroes have ftigured and great events 
have transpired, and a future in which great 
achievements are to be made and_= great 
changes to be wrought. The present, which 
is the death scene of the one and the birth 
hour of the other, seldom has any significance 
for us until it is gone. We are tuo dull to 
heed the crisis in our own lives and the turn. 
Ing points in the history of our times. The 
most significant periods are not always those 
wlich are marked by strife and conflict. 
The peaceful tlow of events as well as the 
march of armies carries with it the destinies 
of a nation and brings occasions Which change 
of the centuries. 

» simple invention of the 
the small beginnigs of 
are unnoticed and unvyalued until we are 
sturtled by the telephone and the dynamo 
into what is possible to the genius of man, 

Your relation by your special training Is 
peculiar as citizens. Go do something for the 
larger prosperity of your state and the up- 
buitding of your race, to contribute your share 
to comfort and weil being of the world, 4s 
well worthy of your most earnest effort. 

And beyond these industrial and profes- 
gional lines, the duties of citizenship will call 
for the broadest conception and most thought- 
ful activity in your relation to society. 

A mere enumeration of the issues which 
engage public attention at this dy inight 
well stir you with the vastness of the inter- 
ests which lie wrapped up in these Closing 
vears of the nineteenth century. The great- 
ness of ow domain, the Mmeoming tide of im- 
migratiow, the domination of the saloon = in 
potitics, the socialism of the foreign element 
of our population, the settlement of a financial 
policy for the country, the breaking up of 
old party Hines, the so-called reforms of prac- 
tical leaders, the concentration of enormous 
wealth in corrupt corporations and Its equally 
dangerous accumulation in private colfers, 
are some of the issues which press upon the 
attention of thoughtful people and constitute 
the issues in which you will be called to stand 
and act. 

If we turn for a moment to a different fleld 
of inquiry and consider the tone and, tread 
of modern thought on moral and religious 
questions there is much to cause sober reflec- 
tion. The gaping and applauding crowds, 
banging on the utterances of a ribald scoffer 
and rhetorical trickster when he _ ridicules 
religion, the boldn&ss ef an eminent minister 
of the gospel in declaring with whatever sub- 
tlety of logical hair-splitting he may have 
meant, that the Bible is not the word of God, 
the tolerance of a literature in bovk stores 
and private hom@s which is prurient and 
vile, the graver discussions by learned men 
of great moral questions as if there were 
no God and no Bible, the weak concessious 
of the pulpit to a false science, the vain and 
vapid utterances of unbalanced men and wo- 
men in pulpits and on platforms—these are a 
fe~y of the signs of the times by which may 
be inferred the drift of public sentiment in 
matters philosophical and religious. 

We may not pause at any of these points, 
suggestive assthey are, but gathering from 
the enumeration some conception of the world 
upon which you enter today let "1s consider 
briefly scme of the elements of cbaracter 
whieh will be demanded that you not be be- 
trayed into fatal mistakes or surprised by in- 
glorious defeat. 

And passing by those elements which are 
aniversally regarded as the foundation of 
auccessful effort as industry, preseverance, 
economy, and integrity, I mention as of the 
highest importance the element of courage. 
There is more or less of the hero in all men 
of warked success in life. In every sphere of 
life men are called upeu to show this hervism 
both in suffering and in doing. 

You will not need to wait for maturity or old 
age to tind your share of the burdens of life 
Just ahead of you there are crises which will 
call for the most patient fortitude. Some of 
you ] know are evel now hot strangers to 
toil, poverty and disheartening conditions of 
life. There are occasions in the life of every 
true man when the very best he can do--nay, 
all he can do—is to look into the almost hope- 
jess tangle before him and smilie. If he can- 
not remedy existing evils he can at least meet 
them without fear. He may be bound and yet 
be brave enought not to chafe at the cords, 
He may lose even hope and yet be brave 
ei Bigh not to sink into brutish dispair.

courage there will be demands upon you for

impossible.’’ A London dispatch printed 
yesterday contains this further confir- 
mation of the truth of the statements 
made in The Constitution's editorial 
comments of yesterday: 

London, June 27.—In the house of com- 
Mons today Mr. Robert Lacey Everett asked 
the government whether the value of the 
rupee, having been artificially raised by the 
closing of the India mints, compensation 
would be given to those persons in India who 
‘had entered into contracts to pay rupees 
without knowing that free coinage would be 
stopped and the value of the rupee raised. 
Were the people of India, he further asked, 
consulted in the matter? 

Mr. Gladstone replied that all matters 
affecting sate currency may affect pecuniary 
matters and influence current teansactions. He 
was not aware it had ever*been the usage to 
make alterations subjest to compensation and 
he did not. see how such usage: could be 
beneficially established. Continuing, Mr. 
Gladstone said he was confident that the 

- Government of India was using all. the means 
in its power to ascertain the public senti- 
ment. 

There is no way to artificially in- 
crease the value of the Indian rupee in 

‘the London market except by means 
of the process we described yesterday— 
the closing of the mints to free coinage 
and the fixing of the price by the British 
governinent of India. 

We gave it as our opinion yesterday 
that the rise in the value of the rupee 
would carry with it a rise in bullion 

This may not happen, but if it 

should not, the American currency sys- 
tem will be thrown into such disorder, 
and such unhappy results will follow as 


to make free coinage an absolute te- 
cessity. 

This is no time for a stampede among 
ose who stand for the rights and in- 
ti rests of the people.

G. ‘That the action of India in closing 
her mints to free coinage forever takes 
away from the gold trust the argument 
that by ceasing to support silver the 
United States .can convulse English in- 
terests and bring- about an international 
agreement. 

The organs of the gold trust of the 
north and east will not present these 
facts to their readers because it is not 
to their interest to do so.

If Governor Altgeld felt that it was 
his duty to pardon the Chicago anarch- 
he should have done so -6n the 
grounds of mercy and the plea that they 
had been sufficiently puntshed by their 
imprisonment. 

But the governor takes the position 
that these men were unjustly convict- 
ed, denied a fair trial and tried by 
prefudiced courts. This is an admis- 
sion of everything that is claimed by 
the anarchists.

We do not for a moment suppose that 
the wicked folly of Most and his asso- 
ciates will be supported by anv consid- 
erable number of people in Chieago and 
other northwestern cities, but we fear 
that. it will cause a few desperate out- 
laws to engage in outbreaks that may 
resift in the death of good citizens de- 
fending the cause of law and order.

The Westmoreland-Rountree affair con- 
tinues to be the sensation of the day. 

The pubiication of Dr. Willis Westmore- 
land's affidavit in yesterday morning’s 
Constitution and the accompanying narra- 
tive of what occurred in the room at the 
Kimball on the night that the doctor read 
‘he paper to-Messrs. Rountree, Weston, 
Patterson and Marion Erwin, clinched the 
question Which had beeh raised over the 
existence of the affidavit.

Nobody there would 
tell the newspaper men that there was such 
a paper and they concluded that it was a 
canard, 

Dr. Westmoreland’s action in getting the 
lawyers together and reading his attidavit 
to them and thus putting them on notice 
of exactly what he intended to do, was 
pronounced an unusual proceeding and 
the melodramatic feature of it added to 
the interest of the story. 

Just what occurred between J udge Emory 
Speer and Dr. Westmoreland when the 
latter called at the judge’s room and in- 
vited him in to hear the affidavit read, 
would make another interesting story, it is 


said. Some vague intimations of the na- 
ture of it are whispered around. Dr. 


Westmoreland declines to tell of the scene 
but that there was one, is understood. 
The doctor's coolness and nerve are pro- 
verbial.

There was considerable interest in the 
movement throughout the business circles 
of Atlanta all day yesterday. and the tele- 
gram unquestionably voices the sentiments 
of all the leading business men and repre- 
sentative citizens. 

The fator with which all the people of 
south receive the idea of an extra session 
of congress for the purpose of straighten- 
ing out the financial muddle into which the 
country seems to have been thrown is about 
reaching a lively climax.

This is what J. M. High & Co. said: 
“The retail dry goods business is suffering 
more than any others because all large deal- 
ers are forced to buy all their merch#adise 
in advance.

‘The same state of affairs exists in American 
products as with those brought from the 
other side, for manufacturers in the east 
today are taking no chances, the majority 
of goods being made after they are sold. 
“Hence, for next season we are forced 
to go into the market and buy stocks from 
second hand. 
“Could we know for certain what the out- 
look would be we could get our fall stock— 
particularly those made in this country, by 
placing orders as late as July 15th for 
October deliverance. 
“In placing foreign orders, we are com- 
pelled to promise payment in gold or its 
equivalent.

At the same 
time the uncertainty in regard to the effect of the In- 
dia silver legislation upon Manchester leaves the trade 
at sea, and the market bas become exceedingly dull 
with absolutely no business doing for either side of the 
account, So far as can be judged at this distance the 
effect upon Manchester wil) be to assure the exporters 
of goods a steady market for two-thirds of their busi- 
ness, as a close investigation into the distribation of the 
exports of goods shows that two-thirds of the shipments 
from Manchester are to the continent of Europe and 
the British possessions in the east while one-third is sent 
to South America, China and Mexico. The last three 
portions of the world are now without any settied ex- 
change on London, and no doubt the first effect of this 
measure will be to create a hesitation in the demand 
from these countries in Manchester, as the merchants 
who buy will not know what they will be obliged to 
pay for their goods on an unsettled silver market. The 
Indian trade will be effected favorably by a constant 
rate of exchange; it will be affected unfavorably by 
the amount of silver bullion now in band and not 
coined, as the value is simply what the goverment is 
willing to pay for coinage into rupees for its own profit. 
The continued financial stringency is causing the mar- 
keting of the remainder of the cotton in the south, in- 
creasing the stock &t the ports until it is now within 
80,000 bales of last year, and checking the demand from 
New England spinners, who find it dificult to negotiate 
the necessary funds to carry a large reserve supply of 
cotton. The temper of the market, however, is grow- 
iag more bullish, as the price is so low that the trade 
fear the receipt of bad crop advices, and are not wil- 
ling to discount any decline from present values. The 
feeling on the exchange seems growing that cotton is 
apt to remain at about present prices until the effect 
of the silver legislation on Manchester is fully deter-

WILL JUDGE CLARK BE SUSTAINEDP 


A Rumor Was Out Yesterday That Stocks 
Waa to Be Sentenced—Damage Suits 
Filed Y esterday—Other News. 


In four days more it will be known 
whether or not the plea of former jeopardy 
filed in the case of Porter Stocks will be 
sustained or not by the supreme court over 
the ruling of Judge Richard Clark. 

Judge Clark has reserved his sentence 
until the supreme court will have passed 
upon the plea mentioned. If he is sustainéd 
it is highly probable that Stocks will be 
sentenced on next Tuesdfy, and at any rate 
court will be held long enough for the su- 
preme court to reach a decision. 

The plea of former jeopardy was carried 
to the supreme court in the shape of a 
bill of exceptions, and it has been set for 
argument in that court on next Monday. It 
will be argued by Mr. Reuben Arnold and 
Hon. John T. Glenn, for Stocks, and by 
Hon. W. C, Glenn for the state. All 
three of these gentlemen are able lawyers 
and the arguments will all be able and 
strong. 

The occasion of the plea of former jeop- 
ardy was brought about by the death of 
the mother of Juror Corley, and the at- 
tendant facets are too well known to need 
but littl discussion. News came to the 
court that the mother of Juror Corley 
had died and the permission of both sides 
was asked to call out the jur®r and ask 
him if be was the man. The juror was 
called out but was not informed of the 
death of his mother. Finally, however, 
the father of the juror came into the court- 
room with the sad news and the juror was 
again called out. The father told him 
of the death. and the two were allowed to 
depart together. 

The defense refused to go on with the 
trial with the eleven remaining jurors. 
Judge Clark then discharged the jury and 
declared a mistrial. Before the mistrial 
was declared, however, there were objec- 
tions entered from the side of the prosecu- 
tion. Another jury was procured and the 
defense first filed a bill for the discharge 
of Stocks, which was immediately over. 
ruled by the judge. This was followed by 
the plea of former jeopardy, the solicitor 
filing «a demurrer, which argument was 
sustained. 

It will very likely be argued by the de- 
foense that the judge covld have sent a bai- 
iff to the funeral with Juror Corley, and 
that the juror could have returned to the 
trial without injury to the cause of any 
of the parties concerned. 

Perter Stocks Will Ke Happy, 

Porter Stocks was summoned in the 
Roberts case and walked into the court 
room limping on a erufeh. He was in- 
formed by the solicitor that he would not 
be needed and he went into the sheriff's 
office. 

He was told by a Constitution reporter 
that his case wonld be heard—the plea of 
former jeopardy—-Monday in the supreme 
court, and that if the decision of Judge 
Clark was overruled he would be a free 
man. 

“T hope to get ont.” said Stocks, “and 
if I do no one will be happier than I.” 

When Stocks was seen in company with 
a sheriff it was rumored that he had been 
brought out to be sentenced and the court- 
house rapidly filled with anxions specta- 
tors. To the disappointment of many he 
was not sentenced.
